The latest of these measures was 
presented on Tuesday by Senator Cullom of 
liltnols, whose term will expire next year, and 
who fs anxious to throw tub to the whale. 
Senator Cullom’s bill bristles in every sec- 
tion with pains, penalties, forfeitures and 
confiscations. 

Fierce as this fulmination against the Trusts 
may sound, a more harmlessly absurd explos- 
ion of campaign thunder could scarcely be 
conosivéd, Few, if any of the tariff-bred 
trusts have issued any stock that could be 
seized under this bill, and the organization 
ofallofthem isso elusive that none of the 
members could be subjected to a criminal con- 
vioction. 

How would it be possible to reach with such 
a weapon the formidable Bessemer combina- 
tion, which plunders the American people be- 
hind a duty of $17 a ton on steel rails? One of 
the Bessemer steel- mills might suspend opera- 
tions to-morrow, as ond or two of them sus- 
pended some months ago, in order to limit 
production and maintain prices, yet the mo- 
tive for this could hardly be made the object of 
acriminal indictment, or a civil action on the 
part of anybody to recover damages. 80 of the 
Structural Iron Ring, whose members are en- 
abled to extort millions annually from Ameri- 
can consumers under the enormous duty of $28 
a ton on their products. 80, too, of the Cotton 
Bagging Trust, the Sugar Trust, the Lumber 
Trust, the Sait Trust, and all the rest of the 
tariff-engendered rings and combinations. 
These combinations may dissolve at any time, 
but the power to despoll the American people 
will remain undiminished so long as the re- 
form of the tariff shall be delayed by the 
Senate. 

The oligarchs of the Senate know very well 
that there is a simple and practicable method 
of protecting the people from most of the 
plundering trusts without resorting to drastic 
criminal enactments that could not be en- 
forced in any court of law in the land. This 
remedy consiste in passing the Mills bill now 
lying before the Figance Committee of the 
Senate, or bills like those introduced recently 
in the House by Representative Breckinridge 
of Arkansas. Under such potential legislation 
the tariff-born trusts would vanish Into thin 
atr, and there would be no need of creating 
new crimes and offenses and encumbDering the 
statute book ofthe nation with an abortive 
criminal code. 

But the representatives, beneficiaries and 
attorneys of corporations and monopolies who 
control the Republican Senate will permit no 
legislation that threatens to interfere with 
their power and greed. The interests and 
sentiments of these plutocrats who have con- 
verted the Senate of the United States into a 
citadel and safe harbor of monopoly are at 
war with the interests and sentiments of the 
masses of the American people. 


Sherman’s Anti-Trust Bill. 


From the Philadelphia Record. 

The anti-trust bill reported yesterday by 
Senator Sherman from the Senate Finance 
Committee should have been entitled A bill 
to promote litigation and to hoodwink the 
people. It purporte to declare unlawful all 
trusts and combinations which tend to pre- 
vent free competition orto advance the cost 
of articles to consumers. It does not define a 
trust, and it proposes to remit to the halting 
processes of the courts the very questions 
which such & law ought to settle. No attorney 
for one of these combinations should be per- 
mitted to plead, as he might under 
this billthat his particular trust neither 
prevented competition nor advanced prices. 
The Standard Ol Trust, the most monstrous 
and most powerful monopoly in the country, 
could scarcely be shorn of its portentous 
powers by sucha Dillasthis. Trusts are com- 
binations to control, not necessarily to ad- 
vance, the prices of commodities; and they 
are against public policy because of this 
vicious control, not because of accidental or 
prescribed variations of prices. Representa- 
tive Culberson’s bill, which was introduced 
in the House the other day, proposes to give 
the President power to suspend the duties on 
imports of articles controlied by trusts, and it 
would also be more clearly on the people’s 
side in other respects. It shouid be preferred 
before the inefficient measure proposed by 
the Senate Finance Committee.
